To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elham  Rural  District  Council: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1962, 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar -General  was  9,900  which  is 
an  increase  of  177  on  the  census  figure  for  1961,  The  Birth  Rate  per  1,000 
of  the  population  was  12,6  compared  with  13,6  for  the  previous  year,  although 
the  actual  number  of  births  was  the  same  in  each  year.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  18,0, 

The  Death  Rate  after  adjustment  was  11.4  per  1,000  of  the  population 
compared  with  11,0  for  the  previous  year  and  11.9  for  England  and  Wales, 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  though 
lung  Cancer  deaths  did  not  shovm  an  increase.  There  were  again  five  deaths 
(4  male  and  1 female)  from  Cancer  of  the  lung  while  the  figures  for  other 
relevant  sites  in  the  same  age  groups  were  approximately  equal  between  the 
sexes . 


The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  old  rose  from  2 to  4 giving 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  32  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  21,4  "or 
the  Country  as  a- vrhole. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  however,  remained  stationary  at  23.4  per  1,000 
registered  births  or  0,30  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  0,33  for 
England  and  Wales. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

There  was  a marked  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  acute  infectious  disease 
due  to  the  decline  in  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

With  regard  to  Tuberculosis  the  position  was  also  satisfactory,  the  decline 
in  the  nunber  of  new  cases  having  been  maintained. 

Environmental  hygiene  in  the  District  continued  to  receive  close  attention 
and  details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  generally  are  included  in  the  Report 
of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

I would  like  to  record  my  apnreciation  of  the  Council’s  continued  interest 
and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  to  thank  the  Staff  in  General  for 
their  co-operation  throughout  the  year,

The  figures  for  the  births  and  deaths  are  those  finalised  by  correction 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  while  the  population  figure  upon  which  the 
various  rates  are  based  is  the  estimated  home  population  at  30th  June,  1962, 
and  includes  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  stationed  in  the  area.  For  each 
Authority’s  area  the  Registrar  General  issues  annual  Area  comparability  factors 
for  use  with  crude  birth  and  death  rates;  tie  factors  contain  adjustments  for 
boundary  changes  and  make  allowance  for  the  way  in  \.?hich  the  sex  and  age 
distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole,  while  the  death  rate  factor  has  in  addition  been  adjusted 
specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions 
in  each  area. 

The  classification  of  deaths  in  Section  4 is  based  on  the  abbreviated 
list  of  the  International  Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases,  Injuries 
and  Causes  of  Death,  1955j  the  classification  of  deaths  by  the  Registrar 
General  is  modified  in  some  cases  by  further  particulars  supplied  to  his 
Department  by  certifying  medical  practitioners  in  response  to  certain  enquiries 
and  thus  the  figures  of  the  Registrar  General  may  differ  from  corresponding 
statistics  compiled  locally,  although  every  effort  is  made  to  correlate  the 
tvro  sets  of  figures.

A further  315  properties  wore  connected  to  the  nei'’’  public  sewers.  This 
scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and  all  properties  on  the  line  of  the 
public  sewers  have  been  connected.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  connected 
was  566, 

This  scheme  consists  of  some  5't  milQS  of  12’’,  9”  and  6”  diameter  sewers 
together  with  l-f-  miles  of  pumping  mains.  There  are  three  pumping  stations  at 
Cwgate,  Mudsole  and  Densole,  Each  pumping  station  contair©  duplicate  pumping 
plant,  electrically  and  automatically  controlled, 

1-^  miles  of  gravity  sewer  were  laid  by  your  contractors  within  the  Borough 
of  Folkestone,  The  final  discharge  point  of  your  scheme  was  made  to  the  Borough’s 
sewor  in  Dolphins  Road,  Folkestone,

Joint  Scheme  v;ith  Bast  Ashford  R.D.C. 

Preparatory  work  has  proceeded  slowly  on  this  scheme.  Agreement  has  been 
reached  with  various  ovrners  for  the  acquisition  of  land  for  the  construction  of  ! 
pumpipg  stations  and  sewage  treatment  works  at  Lympne  Castle,  Near  Westenhanger 
Station,  Near  Nestenhar^gar  Racecourse,  Swan  Bridge,  Sellindge  and  the  County 
Bridge  at  Sellindge, 

It  is  proposed  to  ccnstruct  the  sewage  treatment  works  at  Court  Lodge  Farm, 
Sellindge  between  the  main  line  railway  embarkment  and  Trunk  Road 

Heads  of  Agreement  were  reached  with  East  /ishford  R.D.C.  over  the  method  of 
equating  capital  and  maintenance  costs  of  the  sewage  treatment  x^rorks  between  the 
two  authorities. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  scheme  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  the  New  Year, 

(c ) Cesspool  Emptying 

Cesspools  were  emptied  by  direct  labour  with  three  750  gallon  emptiers  and 
by  hiring  a vehicle  from  Messrs,  Liquid  Disposals  Ltd,  at  the  beginnirg  of  the 
year, 

Oonsiderable  overtime  was  worked  in  order  to  keep  to  a minimum  the  delay 
between  receipt  and  execution  of  requests  to  empty  cesspools.  Despite  this, 
however,  there  was  a delay  of  up  to  6 weeks  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

With  the  completion  of  the  maindrainage  scheme  in  Hiwkinge  and  Swingfield 
the  position  eased  considerably  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  waS  possible 
to  dispose  of  one  of  the  emptiers  and  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  one  man.

Weekly  collections  were  made  in  the  village  of  Salt^rood  and  fortnightly 
elsewhere  in  the  district.  Occupiers  of  premises  were  required  to  place  dust- 
bins at  the  roadside  for  a collection.  A request  was  received  from  one  Parish 
Council  for  a weekly  collection  but  this  was  rejected  on  economic  grounds.

The  drop  in  the  amount  of  salvage  income  was  caused  by  the  mills  being 
overstocked  and  consequently  a sharp  fall  in  the  prices  paid  for  waste  paper.
